of the povulation are among the nany characteristics of & county which ~ 
are dircetly affected by the largest conter of population within it. 

For exemple, counties having as the largest center a city of 2,500 te 


5,00G pomlation are likely to have a younger population, croportionately 


more males, fewer industrial enployment opportumities, an econouy geared 


to agriculture, and more closely-imit commmity groups than are found in 


the counties having cities of larger povulation size. Om the other hand, 
sointies having as the largest center a sity of 50,000 populetion or mare 
are usually characterized by an older population, a larger proportion of 
females, 4 variety of comercial ani iniustxiel work opportunities, com 
paratively lower birth rates, ani a smaller mean size of family, than 

are counties having only cities of less population. 


--Beeause these general relationshire between city size and socio= 
economic characteristics do exist, a county classification by size of 
Yargest city can be used by agencies or persons interested in these — 


characteristics on a county basie. Such a clacsificziien might wel serve 


as.a guide in interpreting the county variations observed in studies con 
cerned with levels of living, population movements, wage rates, and other 


related subjects.
